A conference was heid this afternoon be- 
tween the police department, Sheriff, and 
City railway officials, and it was decided to 
give the company the support of the whole 
police department and Sheriff’s force to en- 
able them to run the cars. Nearly the whole 
force was out this afternoon to keep 
order during a monster labor parade 
of shoemakers and stovemolders. Immedi- 
ately after the parade passed it was decided 
to start ten cars for the evening service on 


Wood ward avenue. The first car got away all 


right, followed by a patrol wagon con- 
taining ten officers. A second car 
started immediately after, without 
the accompanying - protection, however 
and the strikers threw it on its side and across 
the track, The attempt to start cars was then 
given up, but the first one out continued its 
perilous course, being the target of anything 
handy to the strikers the whole length of the 
avenue, and meeting with the jeers and taunts 
ot the people as it passed along. Two police- 
men were on every corner the whole length of 
the route, and the car eventually reached the 
river front in safety. 

Acar which had been lying at the river 
front all day was then started up the hill. 
The word was quickly passed, and in a short 
time about 15,000 people packed the 
broad avenue from the north side of Jef- 
ferson avenue down to the river. The car 
started up the hill at breakneck speed, the 
mob closed. about it, a man leaped from 
among the crowd and grasped the bridle of 
the team. The driver whipped his horses and 
the man was dragged from his feet and pulled 
all the way across the street. But he held on, 
ran the horses into a buggy, and stopped the 
ear. 

In the meantime a number of buggies, 
trucks, ete., had been run across the track. 
The dozen policemen on the car tried to re- 


move them but could not. Then strathern 


Hendrie, the Treasurer of the company, got 
up on the front platform with the driver. 
Pulling a big revolver from his pocket 
he pomted it threateningly at the crowd. 
Immediately cries of kill him, hang him,“ 
etc., went up. Bricks began to fly through the 
car windows, and it looked as if the car, 
driver, policemen, Hendrie, and ali would be 
torn to pieces.

The crowd pursued it and, unhitching the 
horses, tried to run the car into the river. A 
ferryboat coming into the dock just at that 
moment prevented them carrying out their 
design. Atthis point the crowd was charged 


by a foros of police and clubbed unmereifully. 


Revolvers were drawn and fora few moments it 
looked as if there was to be bloodshed, but the 
police presented a sturdy front and effected 
some which quickly quieted the crowd 
consi bly. It began to rain shortly after, and 
as no more attempts were made to run cars 
the crowd gradually dispersed. 

Tomorrow promises to be exceedingly quiet, 
as the street-car company has decided, upon 
the advice of the Mayor and City Counselor, 
not to attempt to run any cars. The Mayor 
issued a proclamation this evening calling 
upon all citizegs to keep order, and reciting 
the statute empowering him to call out the 
militia in case of necessity.

WAS A NARROW ESCAPE. 


MRS. HARRISON HAS A THRILLING 
EXPERIENCE AT RIVERSIDE, CAL. 


The Horses Attached to Her Carriage Be- 
come Frightened at a Shower of Flowers 
and Dash Into a Crowd of School Chil- 
dren, Throwing Many of Them Into Hys- 
terics—A Pleasant Day's Journey of the 
Presidential Party. 


Riversipz, Cal., April 23.—The President 
had just. concluded a brief address to sehool 
children here today when the horses attached 
tothe carriage containing Secretary Rusk, 
Mrs. Harrison, and Mrs. Dimmick took 
fright at the showers of flowers and dashed 
wildly into the crowd of children who were 
standing in the open road. A panic ensued 
and the children tumbled over each other in 
their fright. There were four horses to the car- 
riage and the leaders became unmanageable. 
They tripped in the traces and fell down. 
Secretary Rusk had jumped out of the 
carriage at the first alarm, and 
was at their heads in a mo 
ment. With the assistance of some by- 
standers he soon had them under control. 
Several children went into hysterics from 
fright, but beyond that no harm was done. 
Mrs. Harrison was nervous over her narrow 
escape and declared that sha would never 
again ride in a procession behind four horses 
unless a man walked at the head of the lead- 
ers. : 
A formal reception took place at the Glen- 
wood Hotel, where the President was in- 
troduced by Gov. Markham. In response to 
the address of welcome the President said: 

My friends: Wecantarry but a moment, as we 
are already behind railroad time for leaving. I 
cannot, however, leave this large assembly of 
friends without expressing my delight with which 
wé look upon Riverside Valley. I have never 
enjoyed a drive more than I have this one through 
your orange groves. You area favored people, 
and ought to be, asl have no doubt you are 
law-abiding, liberty-loving, and patriotic. 
(Cheers. ] 


The Reception at Pasadena, 
Pasadena was illuminated this evenmg in 
honor of the visit of the Presidential party. It 
arrived at 7:30 o’clock and was welcomed by 
Mayor Lukens and a committee of citizens. 
The President and party were escorted to the 
Hotel Green, where the President held a short 
public reception. The party was afterward 
entertained at a banquet at the hotel which was 
attended by all the leading citizens of this and 
adjacent cities. Postmaster W. U. Masters 
presided and toasts were responded to by the 
President, Secretary Rusk, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Wanamaker, Gov. Markham of Califor- 
nia, ex-Gov. Shelaon of Montana, Gen. Mc- 
Cook, U. S. A., and others. The President in 
his response said: 

Mr. Mayor and Fellow-Citizens: I can only re- 
peat to you what I have already had occasion to 
say to many similar audiences: assembled in Cali- 
fornia, that I am delighted with my visit to the 
Pacific coast; that much as I have heard oi its 
richness and high cultivation. what I have seen 
today in this great valley has far surpassed my 
expectations, You have subaued an unpromising 
soil, made it blossom as the rose; but 
better than all fruits and harvests, and 
better than all the products of the 
field, is this intelligent people whose kindly 
faces are to us a greeting wherever we go. lam 
glad, coming from the Far East. to observe how 
greatly our people are alike, but that is not sur- 
prising, because I find all through the valley 
many Hoosiers and Buckeyes 1 knew at home. It 
is not singular that you should be alike, when you 
are really and truly the same people not only in 
lineage and general characteristics, but the same 
men and women we have known in older States, 
And now I thank you again, and beg you will ex-. 
cuse me from further speech with the assurance 
that if it were in my power I would double the 
rich blessings which you already enjoy. [Cheers.]} 

A Pleasant Time in San Diego. 

The President spent two hours in San 
Diego this morning. The entire population 
turned out en masse to receive the Chief Mag- 
istrate and paid him every possible honor. 
The program included breakfast at the Hotel 
Del Coronado, street parade, and public exer- 
cises on the Plaza. That beautiful square was 
profusely decorated, as were also most 
of the business houses’ along the 
route. Thousands of yards of bunting 
marked the line of march and the ships 
in the harbor were alive with streamers. 
The party was received by a committee of 
citizens, including Mayor Gunn and Gen. Eli 
H. Murray. Gov. Markham, Senator Felton, 
and Gov. Torres and staff of Lower California 
joined in the welcome. As the procession was 
passing the military barracks on H street a 
National salute was fired, 

At one point the procession passed through 
a line of 2,500 gayly dressed school children 
who showered the President and Mrs. Harri- 
son with flowers. At the Plaza addresses of 
welcome were made by Gov. Markham, Mayor 
Gunn, and Gov. Torres of Lower California, 
which were responded to by President Harri- 
son as follows: 


The President’s Speech. 

Mr. Mayor and Fellow-Citizens: I have but a 
few moments longer to tarry in your beautiful 
city. If there were no other reward for our jour- 
ney across the continent we have seen here about 
your magnificent harbor that which would have 
repaid us for ali toil of travel. [Cheers.] I do 
not come to tell you anything about California, 
for I already have perceivedin my intercourse with 
Californians and during this brief stay among 
you that you know all about California. [Laugh- 
ter and applause. } 

You are indeed most happily situated. Every 
element that makes life comfortable is here, and 
Jam sure as 1 look into these kindly upturned faces 
that your homes have as healthful and moral an at- 
mosphere as God has spread over your smiling 
land. [Cheers.] Itis with regret that we now 
part from you. The welcome you have extended 
to us is magnificent. We shall carry away a most 
pleasant impression and shall wish for you all 
you anticipate in your largest dreams for your 
beautiful city [cheers]: that your harbor may 
be full of foreign and coastwise traffic; that 
it may not be long until the passage of our naval 
and merchant marine shall be by Nicaragua. 
[Uheers.] I believe that great enterprise which 
is to bring your commerce in nearer and cheaper 
corftact with the Atlantic seaboard cities by 
half this continent and South America will not 
be long delayed. [Applause.] And now again, 
with thanks for your friendly attentions in our 
behalf and in behalf of all who journey with me, 
I bid you u most kindly farewell. [Cheers.] 

Kind Words from Mexico. 

Gov. Torres arose at this point and said: 

„Mr. President, I wish to read you the fol- 
lowing dispatch which I have received from 
President Diaz’’: 

It has come to my knowledge that the President 
of the United States shall visit San Diego May 23, 
and I let you know it so that you may call to con- 
gratulate him in my name and present him with 
my compliments. Porrtrio Diaz. 

The President responded as follows: 

Gov. Torres: This message from that 
ive and intelligent gentleman who presides over 
the destinies of our sister republic is most grate- 
ful to me, I assure you that all our people, that 
the government through all its constituted au- 
thorities, entertain for President Diaz and for the 
chivalrous peopie over which he presides, most 
friendly sentiments of respect.

TROUBLES OF A BOSTON PREACHER, 


The Rev. J. Nelson Lewis Crowded to the 

Wall by Creditors of His College Days. 

Boston, Mass., April 23.—[Special.]—The 
First Baptist society of Malden, one of the 
wealthiest and most fashionable churches 
about Boston, is greatly disturbed over the 
financial affairs of its pastor, the Rev. J. Nel- 
son Lewis. Some creditors have placed a 
keeper in the parsonage and the good dea- 
cons have been stirring themselves to effect a 
settlement, The attendants of the church, 
however, are wondering where the Rev. Mr. 
Lewis spent his money, and such ugly rumors 
are afloat that he has handed in his resignation. 

He received a salary of $2,500, a house and 
furnishings, and another $1,000 from mar- 
riages among his people, and a handsome rev- 
enue from his lectures. He claims that his 
troubles are due to debts contracted when he 
was in college. As he has only a wife and 
two children his explanation causes much 
comment.

New York Farmers’ Convention. 

HorNELLSVILLE, N. I., April 23.—The delegates 
to the State Farmers’ Alliance Convention got 
down to business this morning.

HE JOINS IN THE CRY AGAINST THE 
“ POBTRAIT-AND-FRAME” MEN. 


Five Firms Engaged in the Business In- 
dicted by the Federal Grand Jury— 
They Are Charged with Using the Mails 
for the Purpose of Defranding—A Sam- 
ple Circular—Where It Is Claimed the 
Joke Comes In—What the Defendants 
Say. 


For four or five years a storm of circulars 
has prevailed th hout the country. People 
were informed that by sending photographs of 
themselves or friends to the address submit- 
ted they would receive, free of expense, a fine 
crayon portrait made from the photograph. 
The center whence this circular storm ema- 
nated was Chicago. 

This portrait-making business in time be- 
came the subject of much adverse criticism. 
Nearly every mail received at Chicago news- 
paper.offices contained grievous complaints 
from people who expected to obtain counter- 
feit presentments in charcoal of their friends, 
but claimed they had experienced trouble in 
recovering even the original photographs. 

Yesterday the Federal grand jury consider- 
ably surprised the picturemakers by return- 
ing indictments against several. The de- 
fendants are: 

H. E. Waters, manager of the American Por 
trait company, Nos. 5 and 6 Washington street. 

P. Frep HartINnG, manager of the Pacific Por- 
trait company, at No. 108 Randolph street. 

ALBERT RICHMOND, Twenty-second and State 
streets. 

F. HILDEBRAND, Center street. 

J. Nopte Jones, at Wabash and Congress 
street. 

Capiases were issued for the men, and they 
severally furnished bail in the sum of $1,500, 
and incidentally animadverted upon courts, 
grand juries, and Government officials. The 
charge against them is using the United 
States mail tor the purpose of defrauding. 

The stories told by the witnesses before the 
grand jury varied but slightly, and in minor 
points only. The few witnesses examined 
were selected at random out of thousands of 
complainants. In his mail an honest citizen 
would one day find a circular as follows: 


A Sample Circular. 

Dear Sir: With the intention of securing your 
future patronage, and for the purpose of intro- 
ducing our crayon portraits, we have decided to 
make you this special offer: 

Send us a photograph or small picture of your- 
self or any member of your family and we will 
make you a life-size crayon without charge, with 
the understanding that you will preserve the 
picture by having it suitably framed. 

The large number of orders received by us dur-

propositions. Others would sit back on the 
original offer and demand a portrait or the 
photograph. Sometimes after much corre- 
spondence they ‘would obtain the latter, never 
the former. Complaints have been made by 
some, who assert that the pictures they sent 
to be enlarged were withheld. These people 
will now have what they have long 
urgently desired—an opportunity to give their 
story to a cou Others who took the frames 
in order to the picture complain that the 
price charged for the outfit was excessive. 

The extent of the business which the men 
engaged in the frame-selling enterprises have 
been able to obtain by their scheme is some- 
thing enormous. The National Portrait com- 
pany sells about 100 frames daily and gives 
away the pictures it incloses. 

The Pacific’s output is 300 daily. Mr. Wa- 
ters said: Our business is perfectly legiti- 
mate. We simply sell a picture less the 
agent’s commission; that is all. When a per- 
son sends a photograph in response to our 
circular we send him another circular giving 
prices of frames and a blank order to be filled 
out. Would Isend a man a picture with- 
out a frame? I might if I thought 
it would pay as an advertising 
venture. I never keep a photograph longer 
than I can help. I’m glad to get rid of it, for 
we are responsible for that. Our pictures are 
sent, subject to inspection, C. O. D. If the 
person doesn’t like it he is not obliged to 
take it. 

P. Fred Harting, another of the indicted 
men, gave substantially the same exposition, 
of his method of‘conducting business. “It’s 
simply the old story of a man kicking because 
he can’t get something for nothing. The only 
deception in the whole thing is conveying the 
idea that we will send a picture without re- 
ceiving any money. We really aim to sell the 
picture and frame both. Even in this there is 
no deception, for if a man insists we will send 
his picture. The business is as legitimate as 
any other. 

A Government employé said: “ Complaints 
against these people have been coming in 
regularly for three years ormore. They get 
photographs or pictures often of the utmost 
value from a sentimental view, and refuse to 
give them up until the persons sending pay 
two prices for a frame.”

Boston, Mass., April 23.—Philip L. Moen, the 
extensive wire manufacturer at Worcester, died 
tonight after several days’ illness. He received a 
stroke of paralysis a week ago and his strength

Mr. Moen was born in New York State in 1824 
and learned the hardware business in New. York 
City. He went to Worcester in 1847, and the firm

Only recently it soldits patents to the com- 
pany, the Wire Trust, and Mr: Moen had purchased 
land in Chicago with a viewto transferring a 
part of his shops to that city, the movement being 
designed to especially accommodate his Western 
customers. Mr. Moen was prominent in church 
and local political circles. 

Mr. Moen’s life had been marked by one singu- 
lar episode and that was his connection with the 
notorious “ Doc” Levi Wilson. Wilson was a 
coachman—a low, vulgar fellow—and yet, with- 
out any apparent reason so far as is known, Mr. 
Moen in the course of seven years paid him between 
$300,000 and $100,000. He began to make these 
payments to Wilson in 1875. Wilson, who then 
nad been kicking around on his “ uppers,” an- 
nounced to his friends that he should soon begin 
to roll the sand.” He bought houses at his old 
home in Uxbridge. kept an elaborate turn- 
out and stable of horses, and spent money 
like water on women.

WORK OF THE HOUSE COMMITTEES. 


The Barton Arbitration Bill Recommended 
for Passage—Other Matters. 

Sprinerietp, III., April 23.—The House 
Committee on Labor and Industrial Affairs 
recommended the passage of Mr. Barton’s bill 
providing for the appointment of a board of 
arbitration between employers and employés. 

At a meeting of the Committee on Agri- 
culture today discussion arose over the time 
which should be allotted the special subcom- 
mittee to which was referred Mr. Ramsay’s 
Stock-Yards bill. Last week the committee 
was empowered to investigate and, if deemed 
necessary, to report anew bill. Mr. rry 
the Chairman, said that the committee had 
had the bill but -twenty-four hours and had 
found such a difference of opinion among the 
members that it was impossible to report this 
morning, and he would ask until next Wednes- 
day evening to make the report. After some 
further discussion. the committee agreed to 
give the Chairman of the subcommittee all 
the time he might deem desirable or reason- 
able, but it was understood that thecommittee 
would report next Wednesday. 

At the meeting of the House Revenue Com- 
mittee it was decided to prepare and recom- 
mend to the House a Committee bill requiri 
all notes and all other evidences of indebted- 
ness to be presented to the Assessor annually 
for assessment, and that to be officially 
stamped by that official when the same has 
been entered on his books for taxation. In 
case any note fails to bear the Assessor’s 
stamp that failure shall be accepted as evi- 
dence of intending evasion of taxation, and 
shall bar the holder of the note from the col- 
lection of interest thereon by process of law. 

The Senate bill providing the number of 
Justices of the Peace that shall be appointed 
in Cook County was recommended for passage, 
after being so amended as to provide for jus- 
tices as follows: West we PO 9; South 
Chicago, 9; North Chicago, 5; Lake View, 5;

A Man Who Has Been Convicted of Mur- 
der and Has Spent Time in an Insane 
Asylum Has His Expenses Paid to This 
Country by the Kaiser’s Government— 
The Washington Authorities to Investi- 
gate—Marriage of Miss Gabrielle Gree- 
ley—General Metropolitan News. 


New York, April 23.—A German named 
Nicholas Bader tried to pass the examination 
at the Immigrant Landing Bureau today in 
the most barefaced violation of the laws of 
the country, for it came out that he not only 
had no money. or friends, but that he had been 
convicted of murdering a girl in Germany 
and afterwards had been confined twenty- 
four years in an insane asylum. He is 
50 years old and hails from Stanzock, Ger- 
many. In 1864 he killed a girl with whom he 
had become infatuated. He finally admitted 
that he was released from the asylum a little 
over a year ago and asked to be sent to Amer- 
ica. He makes an affidavit to the effect that 
the German authorities paid his expenses to 
this country. ‘The affidavit will be sent to the 
Treasury Department with the suggestion that 
the German authorities be called upon to ex- 
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New York architects have done their finest 
work.

Tuesday O'Brien was brought into the Con- 
troller’s office and promised to make good his 
deficiency within three hours, The time limit 
has long since expired and the void in the 
treasury still exists. 
Secs. 1,781 and 1,782 of the code provide that 
police bailiffs shall make a written report to 
the Controller every Monday of all executions 
laced in their hands, and shall make month- 
reports of their collections, Sec. 1,777 pro- 
vides that upon the failure of any bailiff to 
perform his duties in connection with reports 
the Controller shall suspend him,and if the 
bailiff fails to comply with the requirements 
of the ordinance within ten days the Mayor 
shall remove him from office. None of these 
little matters have been attended to, although 
O’Brien is confessedly nearly four months in 
arrears.

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PLAN FOR A NEW CHICAGO HOTEL. 


How the Lexington, Michigan Avenue and 
Twenty-second Street, Will Be Arranged. 


prietor of the Southern Hotel at Wabash ave- 
nue and Twenty-second street; Milo S. Has- 
call, and John Barton Payne. The plans for 
the new structure, designed by Architect Clin- 
ton J. Warren, are fora ten-story and base- 
ment building, of brown brick and terra 
cotta. The hotel will be absolutely fireproof.

Fronting west 125 feet on 
Michigan avenue and south 161 feet on Twen- 
ty-second street, the main entrances are from 
the boulevard, with additional entries from 
Twenty-second street.

THE WEST SIDE PARK L BILL. 

The bill giving the West Side Park Commis- 
sioners authority to issue bonds for $1,000,000 
for purposes of park improvement has passed 
the Senate at Springfield and been favorably 
reported to the House. Hence there is little 
doubt it will bécome a law in spite mee sm 

erous opposition of Messrs. nne 
3 The measure is much needed. 
Some twenty-two years ago the people bought 
the lands for those parks, and work on them 
has proceeded so slowly that of the 882 acres 
445 are still unimproved. This tardiness has 
been unfortunate because the West Side has 
an immense population, the census of last 
year crediting it with 556,000, and the number 
now is not far short of 600,000, or 
the total population of the 


wealthier residents have gone to the other 
sections where more attention has been paid 


to park decoration and improvement. For 


some years the West Side people have com- 
plained of this exodus, and it has but recently 
occurred to them that the desertion 1s in some 


measure due to their tardiness in providing 


attractions in the shape of drives and pleasact 
walks. They have been awakened to this 
view of the case by seeing how the people of 
the South Division have voted for bonds for 
the improvement of their parks, and those of 
the North Division for the Lincoln Park ex- 
tension. So they have held meetings which 
were attended by representatives of all classes, 
including those who will have to be taxed 
most heavily. It is said that fully nine-tenths 
of the West Side people are in favor of it. 

The desire for this improvement is intensi- 
fied by the fact that the World's Fair will 
soon be held bere and that it behooves the 
West Division to put its best foot foremost in 
showing that it has something worth looking 
at. This the people want to do by the aid of 
$1,000,000 to be realized from the sale of 
bonds, to be provided for by the payment of 
an extra tax of one and a half mills on the 
dollar. The. annual tax will be about 15 
cents per capita, a little more than half of 
which can be applied to the retirement of the 
bonds, since they are to draw only 4 per cent 
interest. So light a tax cannot justly be 
called a burdensome one. 

Nohe’s opposition to the improvement is 
very hard to understand, as Douglas Park is 
in his immediate district and frequented in 
the summer season by about all of his constit 
uents who can get there. Of course more of 
them would be benefited directly by a proper 
expenditure of the money as proposed. He 
has not even the excuse made by O’Donnell, 
that his constituents are opposed to it, though 
it is difficult to believe the latter statement is 
‘true. Both of those men must know that the 
park improvement will notonly bea gain in 
an esthetical sense, but a good financial in- 
vestment, the returns of which will come in 
the shape of additions to the population, 
wealth, and pecuniary resources of that part of 
the city which lies west of the river. Possibly 
if they object to their personal share of the ex- 
pénse, it would not be difficult to get up a 
popular subscription intheir behalf of a few 
nickels, thus leaving them without further ex- 
cuse for antagonizing a measure that will be 
of so much value to the West Side. 

The bill has an emergency clause, so that 
if it passes it will go into force right away and 
a large part of the proceeds from the sale of 
the bonds will at once begin to be paid out for 
labor, nearly all of it to workers in the West 
Division, This of itself will be an important 
benefit to the toilers of that section. ‘The 
West Side wants to put its parks and connect- 
ing driveways in good condition before the 
opening of the World’s Fair. 


THE MISTAKE OF CRAFTS. 

In the pending discussion upon the Compul- 
sory Education bill at Springfield Mr. Crafts 
Wednesday last came down from the Speak- 
er’s chair and for the first time participated in 
the debate. It would have been better for him 
had he remained in the chair and not committed 
himseif to an untenable position. Mr. Crafts’ 
contribution to the discussion -substantially 
went no further than the declaration that he 
was opposed to all compulsory education 
laws.“ 

In making this declaration Mr. Crafts went 
squarely back on the platform of the party 
which elected him. The Illinois Democrats 
in the June convention of 1890 passed resolu- 
tions indorsing the public-school system of the 
State and adopting the following propositions: 

1. To determine and direct the education of the 
child is the natural right of the parent. 

2. There arises out of this parental right the 
duty to provide education. 

% When one who by natural or humane law 
owes a duty to another fails to perform that duty 
the State can— 

(a) Enjoin or compel performance. 

(b) Punish for non-performance. 

(c) Supply the lack where to the injury of so- 
ciety non-performance is wrongfully persisted in. 

After this declaration of principles the con- 
vention further pledged itself to secure the en- 
actment of a statute 


to require parents who are not performing their 
— in respect to educating their children to do 


Thus it will be perceived that Mr. Crafts has 
gone back on the party creed which he was 
elected to advocate and which is not only the 
creed of his party in his district but of his 
party in the State. If Mr. Crafts could have 
his way only thosechildren would go to school 
whose parents acknowledge the value of 
education. He would make no provision for 
the children of the careless or ignorant, who 
do not care to have their offspring know more 
than they do, for the orphans of the poor, for 
the waifs of the streets, for the children of 
drunkards or those whose fathers may be in 
the penitentiary, or in general for those who 
have no parents to look after their education. 
He would have such children grow up in 
ignorance and drift into vicious habits of life. 
But beyond and outside of all these classes 
of people has any parent the moral or Chris- 
tian right to deprive his children of an ele- 
mentary education? The perpetuity, safety, 
strength, and prosperity of a free State de- 
pend on the enlightenment of its citizens. 
Should any parent be permitted to blast the 
future value of a citizen by depriving his child 
of light and knowledge when the State has pro- 
vided the means of obtaining it? Has he real- 
ly any right to mflict such a wrong on the 
community as well as on the future citizen? 

Mr. Crafts himself largely owes all the suc- 
cess in life he has secured—his membership in 
the Legislature, his Speakership, and his promi- 
nence asa lawyer to his education in the 


a 


Crafts’ party or any other party who are op- 
posed to compulsory education. There has 
never been any objection in any quarter tothe 
principle of the present law. It is only some 
minor features of the law which it is thought 
proper to amend. The Lutherans are in 


favor of compulsory education, as are all Ger- 


mans, and so are the Roman Catholics, be- 
cause they hope by it to secure the attendance 
of the children of their denomination in the 


parochial schools. Mr. Crafts therefore stands 


by himself in opposition to the decluration of 
his own, party and of all parties, to the policy 
of his own church, if he have one, and of all 
churches, and to the best interests of society 
and mankind. 


THE UNFAIR LAKE-FRONT ORDINANCE. 

A local item says: 

A delegation will go to Springfield in a day or 
two to urge upon the ature the passage of 
the bill making the trade with the Illinois Cen- 
tral railway whereby the road wilt get a valuable 
piece of property in return for certain conces- 
sions. The bill is on the same lines as the ordi- 
nance for the same purpose introduced in the 
Council. 

Who are the members of this delegation, and 
why are they so anxious that not one but sev- 
eral valuable pieces of property, including the 
four blocks on Michigan avenue between 


Randolph and Adams should be given the 


Illinois Central? It is true that a number of 
citizens signed the petition which accom- 
panied this ordinance, but did they mean to 
indorse all its specific provisions? That peti- 


We, the undersigned, citizens of Chicago, aesire 
to express our approvalof the general basis for 
jfinat settlement of our Lake-Front complications 
which is outlined in the proposed ordinance here- 
to attached. 

And we respectfully request our public authori- 
ties to take favorable and prompt action in the 
premises in order that the great and lasting bene- 


p fits that will result from such settlement may be 


secured to the people of our city and State. 

The petitioners, like Tun Tarsuxn, are in 
favor of a fair and equitable settlement of the 
Lake-Front question, and they were told that 
the general. basis referred to was of that 
character. But if they read the bill they find 
that it is not. They are for an ordinance 
whose “general basis“ is an exchange of 
properties on fair terms. The specific provis- 
ions of this ordinance are grossly inequitable 
toward the city. 

Last week the Council called by resolution 
on the Commissioner of Public Works-for a 
statement of the value of the land it is pro- 
posed to give the railroad and of what the city 
is to get in return. He has not yet made his 
report. It is not difficult, however, to form a 
tolerably close estimate of the value of what 
the Illinois Central road demands. The four 
blocks from Adams to Randolph on Michigan 
avenue, each 310 feet. deep, are worth at pres- 
ent four millions and are becoming more valu- 
able daily. ‘The fifty-five acres of submerged 
lands north of Adams which the Horton-Blodg- 
ett decision declared the Illinois Central had no 
legal right to would be worth to that company 
$100,000 an acre as it stands at an extremely 
low calculation. This makes $5,500,000. The 


road a new right of way 600 feet east of its 
present tracks of 300 feet in width from 
Adams to Twenty-second street, or 100 feet 
wider than ita present mght of way. 

What is the income value of these acquisi- 
tions? That is difficult to tell with absolute 
accuracy. The Central will be able to accom- 
modate three other roads, which will pay it a 
rental of at least $500,000 a year on these fifty- 
five acres of new depot ground. The facilities 
for doing business on the part of the Illinois 
Central itself and the Michigan Central will 
be greatly increased. They will be able to do 
more business at less cost. The total income 
from rentals and their new business will not 
be less than $800,000, representing on a 5 per 
cent basis a capital of $16,000,000, 

The only legitimate offsets are the expenses 
to which the Illinois Central will be put—the 
filling it will have to do for itself and the city, 
the new tracklaying required, and the removal 
of the shops at ornear Sixteenth street, From 
thesé should be deducted what the road gets 
from the sale of the roundhouse land. The 
number of acres to be filled is about 170. The 
cost of the filling would not be over $10,000 to 
$12,000 an acre if the city were to do the work. 
The road can do it more cheaply. 
items of expense—for piling, etc.—will not ex- 
ceed $1,300,000. The total expense will be 
about three millions, the yearly interest on 
which will be $150,000, The net annual gain 
to the railroad by the proposed exchange will 
be at least $650,000, plus the interest on 
what it gets for the roundhouse property. 

It may be said that the submerged land it is 
proposed to give the road is worth as much as 
estimated to the city and that therefore it 
should insist on getting a fair price for it. 
But that is not business.“ Whatever that 
land is worth to.the railroad that sum it ought 
to pay for it, and that much the city is entitled 
to receive in some shape. It is? the profitable 
use which the purchaser is able to make of a 
thing which is one ot the great elements in de- 
termining its value. 

Having ascertained about what the railroad 
will make by the swap, what will the city 
make? South of Adams street to Park row 
the Lake-Front will be widened 200 feet by the 
addition of the present right of way, which 


after the fire; and bya strip 600 feet wide 
east of the present tracks. There will be also 
a narrow belt of park east of the new right of 
way, and a slender strip from Twelfth to 
Twenty-second street. 

All that the city gets will be used for esthetic 
purposes, It will be of value only so far as it 
adds to the pleasures and enjoyment of the 
people. But it deprives them of much they 
have already. These new Lake-Front parks 
would be gained in exchange for property worth 
sixteen millions, but only by depriving them 
of present pleasures. The citizens have been 
getting more pleasure and benefit out of some 
of the land it is proposed to give away than 
they would get out of these widened park 
strips. The Michigan avenue blocks south of 
Washington street, with their battery build- 
ing, engine-house, expositions, shows, conven- 
tions, mass-meetings, and entertainments of 
all kinds, have given greater enjoyment to 
more Chicagoans than these strips of pleasure 
ground ever would. 

Therefore the proposed exchange, while an 
exceedingly profitable one for the Iilinois Cen- 
tral railroad, is a very losing one for the city 
if those four Lake-Front blocks are sur- 
rendered. 

It is against their surrender Taz Trisunz 
protests. As the deal stands those four 


are to be given away without consideration to 
the city. Why should the city be required to 
make a gift of them to two rich railroads? At 
least three of those blocks south of Washing- 
ton should be retained forever by the city for 

blic uses and purposes, The city really 
cannot afford to part with them. Every year 
their value to the people for just such uses as 
they have been put to for the last 
eighteen years is increasing.

FIXING INTEREST RATES. 

Some of the would-be Solons in the New 
York Legislature are trying to obtain the en- 
actment of a bill for reducing the rate of in- 
terest in that State to 5 per cent. And Gov. 
Hill is reported to be anxious, for political 
effect, to sign such a bill. Last Wednesday 
the Senate General Laws Committee listened 
to a number of arguments against it, pre- 
sented by bankers and business-men from the 
City of New York, who fully exposed the ab- 
surdity of attempting to determine by law the 
rates which shall be paid for the use of money 
or other commodities. 

The principal point made by the protesters 
was that such action would tend to make 
money scarce, and therefore dear instead of 
cheap. In an open market the price ef any- 
thing that is for sale is determined by the re- 
lation of supply to demand. When money is 
more plentiful than wanted by borrowers the 
rate falls, and it rises when less is offered than 
they require. If the maximum rate to be paid 
in New York were fixed by law at 5 per cent 
and 6 could be obtained on good security in 
some or any other State the surplus capital 
would soon flow out, and could only be 
brought back by bidding up for it, no matter 
what the law might require. Men who were 
not willing to pay more than 5 per cent would 
simply have to go without the desired ac- 
commodation, and the other borrowers would 
evade the law by adding the difference into 
the principal. Hence the law must become a 
dead letter. The true way to make rates for 
the use of momey low is to provide for en- 
forcement of a defaulted claim with as little 
cost and delay as practicable, because these 
items enter into the calculations made by the 
lender and determine his preference as be- 
tween competing borrowers, other things be- 
ing equal. It is precisely this point that ren- 
ders it necessary for the average farmer to pay 
more for the use of money than is charged to 
a merchant in the city. If collection could 
be made with equal ease from each and at the 
same percentage of cost on the whole loan the 
rate of interest would be the same in both 
cases. Many of the farmers do not feel 


obliged to pay on the day their debt falls due, 


and the creditor has to await their convenience. 
It is no wonder he charges accordingly. 

It is said the passage of this measure is 
urged with the view of benefiting the farmer. 
It could not accomplish that, but if it were 
possible to carry out such a law it would be a 
very untair one. It would be just as fair, and 
in the interest of a great body of consumers, 
toenact that the farmer shall not receive 
more than a given number of cents per bushel 
for his wheat and corn as to rule that he shall 
be able to borrow all the money he can give 
security for at a stated rate per cent, without 
reference to what other borrowers may be 
willing to pay. Attempts to regulate by law 
the prices that shall be paid for bread or for 
the use of money or land or other property 
equally belong to the unwisdom of the dark 
ages, and should have no place in the enlight- 
enment of the nineteenth century. 

The folly of such efforts ought by this time 
to have been sufficiently established by the 
fact that they have always failed when made 
in this country. The money stringency com- 
plained of by the agitators a few months ago 
was a direct result of their silly agitation for 
some measure that would make it cheap. It 
is not long sincé money could be easily bor- 
rowed on good security at 4 per cent in the 
United States. Under the silver agitation of 
last year about $100,000,000 in gold and gold 
certificates was locked up in bank vaults and 
safety-deposit boxes, and as a result borrow- 
ers had to pay high rates for what was left in 
circulation. Now that the agitation and the 
consequent scare have nearly died out 
money is again becoming cheap, and it 
will soon be still cheaper if the demagogues 
will drop their insane demands for the crea- 
tion of money and a limitation of its lending 
value by the Government. Capital is always 
timid, and while its owners want to lend it for 
the sake of the interest on ita use they would 
far rather let it lie idle than loan it on terms 
threatening loss of the principal. The farmers 
in the State of New York who want the use of 
money at 5 per cent when it is worth 6 or 7 
ought to be able to see the folly of the de- 
mand by reference to what they would do 
themselves if a law were passed compelling 
them to sell their produce for less than they 
believed it to be worth. They would hold it 
off the market so unanimously as to force 
consumers to bid up for it, irrespective of laws 
passed at Albany or even Washington. 


THE REPUBLICAN NATIONAL POLICY. 
The steady drift of sentiment in the Repub- 


lican party indicates that when the time comes 
for it to enter on the next Presidential cam- 
paign it will submit to the people the follow- 
ing as the great distinctive features of its na- 
tional policy: 

1. The imposition. of moderate custom- 
house duties for the purpose of raising reve- 
nue and protecting the American manufacturer 
and workingman from the too low wage-scales 
of European countries producing competing 
goods; such duties, however, to be no higher 
than is necessary to equalize the conditions of 
production in this and competing countries, 
because when they are higher than that trusts 
are organized to secure for the American man- 
ufacturers the unjust profits made possible by 
the destruction of regulative foreign competi- 
tion. 

2. Reciprocal free trade with all the coun- 
tries supplying non-competitive products, such 
as those of the tropical regions, so that all raw 
materials not profitably grown at home or not 
produced in needed variety and necessary to 
the American manufacturer may be obtained 
as cheaply by him as by any of his foreign 
rivals, and the making of agreements with 
these tropical countries by which in return for 


the favors extended them they throw open 


their ports to the surplus products of this coun- 
try, thus making new markets for the bread- 
stuffs and meat of the Western farmers atid 
the manufactures of the Central and Eastern 


mill men. 


8. The building up of a mercantile steam 


marine, which will find a profitable and in- 
creasing trade in the transportation of Ameri- 
can breadstuffs and goods to the reciprocal 
ports and in carrying back the tropical prod- 
ucts which will be exchanged for them. 

4. The construction by the credit aid of the 
National Government of the Nicaragua ship 
canal in order that the Eastern and Western 
seaboards of the two continents may be united, 
and that the trade of the Pacific of 
South America, as well as our Pacific States, 
may reach with ease the ports on the Gulf of 
Mexico and Atlantic without incurring the dan- 
gers of the Jong circuitous navigation around 
Cape Horn. The construction of thisship canal 
will add to the security of this Republic in time 
of war, since its fleets will be enabled to pass 
swiftly from ocean to ocean, and it will in- 
crease its prosperity in time of peace, for it 


5. The fortification of the ports of the 
United States in such a manner that 
the inhabitaats ef the cities thus pro- 
tected may not dread loss of life or property 

by hostile ironclads which may menace them 
by arming them with guns of such destructive 
power that the ships of an enemy will be 
speedily destroyed. 

6. The construction of a navy which in time 
of war will destroy the commerce of an 
enemy, and of fighting vessels which will 
be able to resist successfully any line of battle 
ships which a venturesome enemy may dare 
to send across the ocean to bombard our ports, 
and enable this Republic to enforce the “Monroe 
Doctrine against any European power which 
shall aggress upon our sister Republics. We 
want them to turn instinctively to the great 
and friendly Republic of the North for pro- 
tection in their rights and territories. Trade 
will follow the powerful flag of the United 
States. 

7. The maintenance of an honest currency: 
Bimetallism and not stumptail silver mono- 
metallism; no abangonment of greenbacks, 
but no fesuing of ‘“‘ukase”’ shinplasters. 
Gold, silver, and paper dollars still to circu- 
late, but the silver and paper ones to be just 
as good asthe gold ones. All measures de- 
signed forthe cheating of creditors and-the 
violation of public and private faith to be op- 
posed inflexibly. 

Ifthe Republican party makes the next 
Presidential fight with this political creed on 
its lips and in ita heart there is no party that 
can wrest the Government out of its hands. 


THE BRITISH LABOR COMMISSION. 

The laboring classes in Great Britain are 
discontented with their lot, and their discon- 
tent is growing stronger. They claim they 
are not gettmg their share of the profits on 
work done by them, labor too maty hours, 
are not paid enough por day to support them- 
selves and families, and must have the evils 
complained of remedied by legislation. The 
plea is responded to by the Government in 
appointing a commission to take evidence from 
all parties in the hope of finding out what is 
best to be done. The workers do not seem to 
expect much good to result, as the appointees 
on the commission are either of the capitahst 
class or have given little attention to the sub- 
ject, while men like Burns and Davitt, who 
have the confidence of many of the toilers, 
have been carefully left out. 

There are other reasons for thinking it prob- 
able the workers will not be materially bene- 
fited by the inquiry, except in so far as it may 
help them to understand the impossibility of 
granting the concessions they claim. They 
are peculiarly situated, constituting consid- 
erably over half a population of 35,000,000 
souls packed together in an area approximately 
equal to Ohio and Indiana, with few natural 
riches except iron and coal, having now less 
of the latter than the States named, and 
largely dependent fora living on commerce 
with the exterior world, which is carried 
through its numerous ports, the coast line 
being large in proportion to the area. 
The ability of that tight little island 
to support its 35,000,000 of population 
is already taxed to the utmost. It 
has a fair climate and a moderately 
fertile soil, but with the highest skill in farm- 
ing they are only able to coax out of the 
ground less than half the cereal yield required 
for domestic consumption, a quarter of the 
wool, a tenth of the wood, a small part of the 
flax, and none of the cotton and silk used in 


their manufactures, while they are obliged to 


import a large percentage of their meat, eggs, 
milk, fruits, and vegetables. All their sugar, 
tea, coffee, chocolate, material for the making 
of distilled spirits (they grow barley for beer), 
all their gold, silver, copper, and nickel for 
use in coinage and the arts, nearly all of their 
lumber, considerable of their building stone, 
and part of the iron-ore and tin used have to 
be imported from other countries. The peo- 
ple have to take the raw material of the 
world, work it up into more valuable 
forms, and ship the product to other 
markets in sufficient quantity to enable 
them to fill with the proceeds the enormous 
gap between home production of food and 
other material and consumption. No other 
people on the face of the earth are so dependent 
upon the foreign markets, both for Buying and 
selling, for the support of a large population 


as are those of England, Scotland, and Wales. 


They are thus in a terrible dilemma, If 
they should levy a protective duty on imports 
to prevent the manufacturers of neighboring 
countries from undercutting them at home 
they would raise the cost of the articles so 
protected sufficiently to inake it impossible to 
sell them abroad. That would mean starva- 
tion, hence they must keep open ports for 
all comers, though in doing so they invite the 
closest competition with the poorest paid 
workers of the world. 

If they should protect the agriculturist 
against the competition of the farmets of 
India, Russia, Hungary, and America, they 
would thereby raise the cost of food so much 
that the workers in factories and furnaces 
must have higher wages in order to live, 
which would enhance the cost of the goods, 
and then the manufactured product could not 
be sold in competition with that of other 
European countries, The producers of cot- 
ton and woolen fabrics, and leather and linen, 
of iron and steel, cutlery and implements, and 
numerous other descriptions of goods, would 
simply be crippled and paralyzed. Of course, 
duties on exports are out of the question for 
Similar reasons. And in every line of in- 
dustry the rate of compensation that can be 
paid for an hour of labor is determined by 
the prices at which the goods can be sold in 
foreign markets. The moment that limit is 
passed the sale of the goods is cut off short, and 
there will be no more demand for labor in that 
line till the cost of production is lessened. 
If that cost be unduly increased owing to a de- 
mand for shorter time or higher pay the En- 
glish manufacturer can no longer invade for- 
eign markets with his goods, because it is im- 
possible for him to do business when he is 
obliged to sell for less than the total cost of 
labor and material, with due allowance for 
rent, taxes, and other elements in production. 
Then the workers must find employment in 
some other country or starve. They will be 
crowded out, and that as a legitimate conse- 
quence of their own act in demanding too 
much. 

This is the problem that confronts the Brit- 
ish Labor Comission. It is to find out some 
way by which the Englishman who labors for 
a living can get more pay for his work with- 
out increasing the ability of the employer to 
pay the higher wages. That body is asked to 
discover some royal road toa solution of the 
difficulty presented by or in behalf of twenty 
millious of persons engaged in manufactures 
and in transporting first the crude material 
and then the finished product from one mar- 
ket to another, all of whom are wanting 
more pay for services which the employers de- 
clare cannot be more highly compensated 
without killing the goose that lays 
the golden egg. The. employers aver 
that their energies and enterprise are 
already taxed to the utmost to dispose of 
the production and make a living profit. They 
say they would be only too glad to accede to 
the demands of the workers for shorter time 


and higher pay if they could possibly do so, 


but that European competition net 


dications are they will have to insist on paying. 
lower wages or shut up shop. Under such 
conditions it is no wonder if the wiser men in 
Great Britain shake their heads at the idea of 


the wishes of the workers being yielded to as 
a result of inquiry by a Government commis- 
sion or otherwise. The only possible solution 
that any one has suggested is for the work- 
mgmen of the competing countries to unite in 
ademand fora shorter day’s toil and higher 
pay per hour. If this demand is

CLEVELAND AND FREE COINAGE. 

Why does not Mr. Cleveland, instead of 
backing and filling on the free coinage ques- 
tion and disgusting everybody by his display 
of cowardice, come out and state his position 
frankly? Why does not he place himself on 
safe ground by saying, I am in favor of the 
free coinage of silver, each silver dollar to 
have enough of the white metal to make it 
worth as much as a gold dollar. I am for a 
silver dollar with 495 grains of silver in it in- 
stead of 37114, the people to have just as many 
of them as they want. 

No Eastern Democrats could find fault with 
that position. They would admit its honesty, 
and the stumptail silverites would either have 
to accept it or own up that what they wanted 
was free coinage of light-weight dollars to be 
used for the dishonest purpose of cheating 
creditors, And the minute the stumptailers 
owned up that their free coinage meant only 
cheating and confiscation most of their power 
for mischief would be gone, for the people are 
honest at heart, and will not favor a swindling 
device when they know it to be such. 

Were Mr. Cjeveland to take this stand he 
would occupy the position Mr. Blaine did in 
1878 when silver was remonetized. He was in 
favor of the double standard and the coinage 
of silver legal-tender dollars, but he 
wanted each of them to have bullion 
enough in it to be equal in value to 
a gold dollar. At that time the difference be- 
tween the two coins was only about 16 or 17 
cents, while it is 25 now. Many felt on this 
subject as Mr. Blaine did, but they hoped that 
England and the nations of Europe could be 


persuaded to abandon gold monometallism f 


and adopt bimetallism, so that the result would 
be that silver could be lifted to a parity with 
gold; They were disappointed. The various 
international monetary conferences which 
have been held were fruitless, and gold and 
silver are farther apart than ever. 

False pride should not keep Mr. Cleveland 
from following in Mr. Blaine’s footsteps. He 
cannot find a safer teacher. So let him drop 
this business of saying one thing one day and 
something that stultifies it the next, and come 
out flat-footed for the free coinage of silver 
dollars, each of which shall contain a gold 
dollar’s worth of silver. On that position he 
would be unassailable in his own party.

NEWFOUNDLAND DELEGATES HEARD. 


Sir William Whiteaway Presents His Claims 
in the House of Lords. 
[SPEOIAL CABLE. |! 
Lonpon, April 23.—The Newfoundland dele- 
gates had their much-desired opportunity to- 
day to present their grievances at the bar 


‘of the House of Lorde. Sir William White- 


away, the Premier of the colony, was the 
spokesman. Though he stood directly be- 
neath the reporters’ gallery, his remarks were 
almost inaudible. Knowing his lack of voice, 
he had thoughtfully supplied the gentlemen of 
the press with printed copies of the address. 
He read the speech eloquently and his 
style was praised. But the general opinion is 
that little if anything has been gained by this 
method of presenting the case. Sir William, 
however, was much gratified at the reception 
accorded the delegation through him. The 
statement concluded with the following pro- 
als, which, he said, ought, in the opinion 

of the delegatos and in the opinion of the peo- 
le of Newfoundland, to be accepted by the 
Ta rial Government as a solution of the 

ifficulties now existing: . 

That the Newfoundland Legislature pass im- 
mediately an act authorizi the execution for 
this year of the modus vivendi and of the award 
of the Arbitration Commission, together with all 
treaties and declarations under instructions from 
the Queen in Council. 

That further progress of the Knutsford bill be 
deferred until the passage of the above act, and 
that the present arbitration agreement shall not 
be allowed to operate beyond the lobster ques- 
tion without obtaining the prior consent the 
Colony of Newfoundland, in which case the col- 
ony shall be represented on the commission. 

That the Colony of Newfoundland desires that 
the agreement de for unconditional arbitration on 
all points that either party can raise under the 
treaties. 8 

If this can be arranged between Great Britain 
and France Newfoundland will ask to be repre- 
sented upon the Arbitration Commission and will 
pass an’act to enforce the execution of the awards 
of the commission, g 

Sir William Whiteaway added that the New- 
foundland delegates regret that up to the 
present moment these proposals have not only 
not been accepted, but that no hope has been 
held out that they ever will be accepted. Their 
adoption, he said, would immediately cause 
the excitement at present existi in New- 
foundland to subside, and would induce peace 
under conditions pone sagt — make coercion 
by warships extremely difficult.

BOERS ABANDON THEIR SCHEME, 


The Project to Seize British Territory in 
a Africa Given Over. 

Carztown, April 23.—A telegram received 
here from Pretoria, Capital of the Transvaal, 
or South Africa Republic, April 19, announced 
that a Boer trek, or expedition, with the 
consent of Portugal, was upon the point of 
leaving the Tramsvaal with the object of estab- 
Ushing a republic in either Mashonaland or 
Manicaland, territories. in connection with 
which the British and Portuguese authorities 
are now engaged in several disputes. Lord 
Salisbury notified President Paul Kruger of 
the Transvaal that.the expedition would be 
treated as an act of hostility to England. 

To this distinct declaration President Kru- 
ger has just replied. He says that he has 

amped the pro „trek,“ and that, in 
addition, he has sent messages to the promi- 
nent Boers who are suspected of having been 
the leaders of the movement, with the deter- 
mination to still more clearly impress upon 
them the necessity of not taking any action 
which might lead to complications between 
the Government of the Transvaal and the Gov- 
ernment of Great Britain. 

On the other hand, it is understood that the 
Portuguese Gqyernment has assured the 
British Government that Portugal has not in 
— 4 way countenanced the Boers’ projected 
raid. 

Lisson, April 23.—Portuguese officials claim 
that the stoppage of the Willoughby expedi- 
tion was not a breach of the modus vivendi 
with land, because, owing to the British 
attitude at Massikesse, a state of siege had 
been declared. 


ESCAPED BY THE WINDOW. 


Deputy Dreyfus Flees from the Wrath of 
‘ His Constituents. 

Parts, April 23.—M. Camille Dreyfus, a 
member of the Chamber of Deputies, and a 
well-known journalist and editor of La Nation, 
and the gentleman who was some time ago 
almost killed by the Marquis de Moresin a 
duel, presided today at a meeting which he had 
organized. Two thousand of his constifuents 
from the Twelfth Arrondissement of the De- 
partment of the Seine were present. The object 
of M. Dreyfus in calling the meeting was to 
refute the charges a blackmail brought 
against him by M. Edmund Blane of Monte 
Carlo. An uproarious discussion intermixed 
with incessant quarrels characterized the first 
portion of the meeting. . Eventually M. Drey- 
fus lost his temper and, jumping from the 
platform, began to pommel one of the elect- 
ors who had been most prominent in inter- 
rupting him. A free fight, in which nearly 
every body nt joined, followed the on- 
slaught of M. Dreyfus upon the interrupting 
electors. The speakers’ platform was stormed 
by M. Dreyfus’ constituents, and matters were 
made so lively for that gentleman that he was 
compelled in order to escape very rough hand- 
ling to make his way from the ll by a win- 
dow, followed by the hooting and jeering and 
insulting remarks of the citizens of the Twelfth 
Arrondissement. The meeting, after M. Drey- 
fus’ undignified exit, was continued by his 
constituents, who passed a resolution calling 
upon him to resign.

Buffalo Bill’s “Captives.”

Gov. Fifer Receives a Draft for $956,760.69 
from United States Treasurer Huston.

Water Struck at a Depth of Nearly 1,000 
Feet Furnishes a Great Flow, 

Huron, S. D., April 23.—{Special.}—The largest 
flowing well in the world was struck this after- 
noon on the farm of H. Bisdon, two miles west of 
Huron. The flow is through an eight-inch pipe 
and so strong that a solid column of water eight 
inches in diameter shoots ten feet in the air and 
makes a tremendous noise. The well is 935 feet 
deep, but will be put lower still if possible. The 
flow is estimated at 10,000 gallons per minute.

He Was on the Bench at the Time and

HE BROKE UP ONE TRUST. 
RIAN, TELLS HOW IT WAS DONE. 


Treated the Organizers as Conspirators— 
He Also Discusses the Bering Sea Difii- 
culty and Blhine’s Reciprocity Plan—A 
Probability That the Big New Hotel 
Will Be Called “The Northern” and 


Not The Chicago.” j 

Benjamin Patton, the only living represent- 
ative of the Jackson Administration, is at the 
Auditorium. Mr. Patton was in the Govern- 
ment service in 1882 under President Van 
Buren, and subsequently United States Attor- 
ney-General under Gen. Jackson. Although 
the visitor is an octogenarian, he still enjoys 
vigorous health, and is here on business in 
connection with the officials of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad. 

Mr. Patton’s home is on a farm at Hicks- 
ville, Defiance County, O., where he pur- 
chased his lands from Uncle Sam at Govern- 
ment rates not long after Chicago became an 
incorporated city. 

The old Jacksonian official has a particular 
aversion to trusts or any kind of monopolies, 
and yesterday told an interesting story of how 
he disposed of a few wealthy gentlemen who 
organized a company to keep up freight rates. 

In 1842 Mr. Patton was presiding Judge of 
the Allegheny County Court of Common Pleas 
in Pennsylvania and was probably the first 
man in the United States while holding that 
position on the bench whoever broke up a big 
trust. During those days such corporations 
were not known as trusts, but their objects 
were the same as they afe today. 

The name ot this concern was the Canal 
Transports company, said Mr. Patton, and 
its objects were to keep the rates of freight as 
high as possible. The headquarters of the 
concern were at Pittsburg and the organizers 
were all wealthy men who controlled the 
means of transportation to the East and West. 
There was a constitution and by-laws, and just 
so often—every week, I think—the organizers 
‘were compelled to tell under oath whether or 
not they had granted any rates lower than the 
constitution allowed. It was simply a con- 
spiracy to keep up freight rates and thereby 

poverish the people, and the wealthy capi- 
talists were indicted on that charge. Judge Rob- 
ert C. Grier, who was subsequently a Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court, sent the 
case to my court to be tried. The defendants 
were wealthy gentlemen, and for that reason 
it was thought I would be easy with them. 
But I took a decided stand in the matter and 
treated them as I would any other prisoners. I 
sentenced every one of them to a term of im- 
risopment, besides imposing heavy fines. I 
ooked upon the matter as conspiracy to de- 
fraud the people and treated the defendants 
as conspirators. My decision was a great sur- 
prise té many, and a public indignation meet- 
ing was called to denounce my ruling. The 
citizens responded to the call and most of 
them had decided views. about the formation 
of monopolies before the Chairman called 
the gathering to order. They discovered 
upon looking into the matter that a good in- 
stead of an outrage had been committed by 
breaking up the corporation, and they so de- 
clared themselves. The mdignation meeting 
turned out entirely «contrary to what its pro- 
moters had intended. There were no more 
conspiracies to keep up freight rates after that. 
The organizers of trusts that are in existence 
today should be summarily dealt with, and 
the people would notthen be robbed in the 
underhanded manner they are today. The 
law of supply and demand will govern things; 
re Se is no need of trusts.”’ 

Although Mr. Patton does not agree with 
the Secretary of State politically, he is a great 
admirer-of Mr. Blaine and thinks he has the 
right views concerning Bering Sea ques- 
tion. I know Mr. Blaine personally,“ said 
Mr. Patton, and was also well acquainted 
with his father, who lived near my home in 
Washington County in Western Pennsylvania. 
His grandfather, I often heard my father say, 
2 a daring officer in the War of the Revolu- 

ion. . 
_ approve of Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity 
treaties, but I would go even farther than he and 
have reciprocal trade with every country oun 
the globe. The nearer we can approach the 
doctrines of free trade the. better for the coun- 
try. Wehave abundance of capital, abun- 
dance of raw material, and an abundance of 
mechanical appliances. A high tanff keeps 
the agricultural interests in a depressed con- 
dition, but if we had a low tariff we could 
compete with any nation, the wealth of which 
would flow into our coffers and everybody 
would soon be on a footing of equality.“ 


The big hotel that is rapidly creeping sky- 
ward at the corner of Dear vorn and Jackson 
streets will probably not be named The 
Chicago.“ The naming of the immense 
hostelry has been the occasion of much dis- 
cussion and comment, and a prize of $100 has 
been paid to O. W. Ruggles for suggesting 
“Chicago” as the name. But Mr. Hulbert

It has not been definitely decided that the 
name of the new house shall be ‘The North- 
ern,’ said Mr. Eden yesterday when at the 
Tremont House,“ but the question has been 
1 1 again, and it is not at all unlikely that 
P Chicago ’ will not be the name finally 
adopted. ‘The Chicago’ has always been a 
favorite of mine, however. Mr. Huibert and 
I have been talking over the subject, and ‘The 
Northern’ may be the name chosen. We 
shall not decide the matter just yet, however.“
